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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The limitation "wherein the at least one internal bus further comprises at least 
three separate parallel pairs of internal buses; a first one of the pairs of internal buses 
being arranged adjacent and parallel to a first side of the peripheral region; a second 
one of the pairs of internal buses being arranged adjacent and parallel to a second side 
of the peripheral region opposite the first side of the peripheral region; and a third one 
of the pairs of internal buses being disposed between and parallel to the first and 
second pairs" of claims, 1,21, "wherein the at least one internal bus further comprises 
at least three separate parallel pairs of internal buses; a first one of the pairs of internal 
buses being arranged adjacent and parallel to a first side of the die; a second one of the 
pairs of internal buses being arranged adjacent and parallel to a second side of the die 
opposite the first side of the die; and a third one of the pairs of internal buses being 
disposed between and parallel to the first and second pairs" of claim 20 in combination 
with other limitations present is neither taught nor disclosed in the prior art of record.
